The Membrane which ariſing from the 'Forchead, is extended beyond the Noſtrils, 


and likewiſe the Borders of the Bridle or Corners of the Mouth are yellow : The 
Feathers of the Neck are rigid and ferrugineous: A certain thick Tunicle, ſtretched 


forth from below upwards, covered the Eye in Nictation; this Membrane is called in 


Latin Perzophthalmium; two Eye-Lids, one above, the other beneath, covered the Eye, 


although the lower alone, extended upwards, was ſufficient to cover the whole Eye: 


The Region of the Eye-Brows was very eminent, like that prominent Part of the 
Roofs of Houſes, called the Eaves, under which the Eyes lay hid, as it were ſunk in 
a deep Cavity; the Eyes were of a fiery Splendour, ſhining forth in a pale Blew ; the 


Pupil was of a deep Black. It is very admirable to obſerve what Care Nature hath taken, 


and what Proviſion ſhe hath made for the Conſervation of the Eyes, than which, 
there is no Part in this Animal more excellent; for not being content with one Tegu- 
ment, as is-uſual in other Animals, ſhe ſeemeth to have framed four ſeveral Lids or 


Covers for them. The Periophthalmium, or Membrane for NiQation is the ſame 


thing, and affords the ſame ule to them that the Eye-Lids do to a Man. Beſides which 
Nature hath ſuperadded two other Eyc-Lids, and of theſe lower ſo large, that they 


alone ſuffice to cover and preſerve the Eyes. The Colour of the Wings and Tail is 


dusky, and ſo much the darker as the Feathers are bigger; the Colour of the reſt of 
the ſmall Feathers of the whole Body is a dark Ferrugincous or Cheſnut Colour, mixed 
here and there with a yellowiſh Caſt. The Legs were feathered below the Knees; the 
Legs and Feet were yellowiſh; the Talons very large and black; he was young and 


very tame: I kept him in a Basket-Cage, made on purpoſe for him, for ſome time, 


and fed him with the Guts and Heads of Fowls, the laſt of which he was very fond
